IS difficult to see how we 
can claim to be creatures of

A tirely too 
# much, get too 
little sleep, 
too much ac- 
tivity, and 
too little rest. 
Especially is 
this true of 
vacation 
time. We do a good deal of fig- 
uring on how to make our funds 
meet the demands on our poc- 
ket-books. The whole idea of 
Saving funds was designed to 
ease the burden of expense. But 
somehow, we do not extend our 
planning and budgeting to our 
wamer sélves in order to have 
them come through the addi- 
tional strain of a holiday season 
with their resources undepleted.

Very, very closely interwoven 
with your daintiness is that mat- 
ter about which many are neg- 
lectful—bad breath. Sometimes 
through thoughtlessness you can 
offend others. As a precaution 
against such an Offense, brush 
your teeth thoroughly twice 
daily with a good dentifrice and 
use a cooling, cleansing mouth- 
wash after each meal. This little 
detail is one of the many that 
combine to give you poise and 
charm. 

Be critical and careful in 
your choice of a summer ward- 
robe—especially for office wear.

USE COLD CUTS 
ON HOT DAYS

OMEMAKERS are learning 

more and more to appicciate 
the time-saving «:d labo:-sav- 
ing advantages cf ready-cooked

and unpleasant hours in the 
kitchen are spared when canned 
chicken, tongue, ham, corned 
beef, sausages and = smoked 
meatS are served often. They 
may be served either cold—an 
assortment on an attiactively 
garnished platter—or they may 
be heated in an instant and 
served as a hot main dish. 


All of us have used ham as a4 


cold luncheon or dinner meat, 
but how many know about all 
the different kinds of sausages 
and cold meats available? You 
could serve a different kind of 
cold meat once a day for two 
months without exhausting the 
supply: The sausage family 
alone includes some sixty dif- 
ferent varieties of choice meat 
combinations all differently fla- 
vored and differently packaged. 
They are good for breakfast. 
luncheon, dinner, picnics, camp- 
ing parties or informal ‘‘eats.” 
Various Sausages 

There are two classes of sau- 
Sages—the fresh and the ‘‘sum- 
mer’ or dry sausages both 
smoked and unsmoked. The 
first group includes franxfurters, 
head cheese and bolognas. The 
first mentioned are universally 
popular for all purpcses from 
picnic specialties vo dignified 
main courses.. They aie made 
from fresh meats, chopped and 
delicately seasoned, then stuffed 
into casings and smoked. There 
are also tiny frankfurters that 
are gaining in popularity as hors 
d'oeuvres vr accompaniments to 
glasses of foaming beer. 


Beef and Pork Bolugna 


Beef and pork bologna are 
other useful members of the 
sausage family. They are made 
from choice chopped meats, 
carefully seasoned and packed 
into- large round casings. This 
meat is smoked, cooked ana 
cooled before it reaches the 
butcher shops and aelicatessens 
where it is.sold. Sliced just as 
you buy it, it is good for sand- 
wiches or served gon a large hors 
doeuvre plate with sliced toma- 
toes, pickles, radishes, celery 
hearts, artichoke hearts and bits 
of tuna fish. Such a plate is a 
meal in itself and ‘is very pop- 
ular as a luncheon or supper 
main course. As a hot meat, 
spread slices of bologna spar- 
ingly with mustard and broil un- 
til delicately browned. German

Liver Sausage 

Liver sausage is another pop- 
ular variety. It comes both 
fiesh and smoked and can be 
sates and served as the meat 
course Or in sandwiches, or it 
can be mashed and used as a 
canape or sandwich spread or as 
a_stuffing for baked peppers or 
tonvatoes.:.

Our New Ambassador to 
‘Turkey ... The Duke of 


-?4arfborough in Linens 


For thirty-six years a Massil- 

jon, Ohie* boy who never got 
liyond high school and the in- 
for1mal cducational opportunities 
ufiered by a small town newspa- 
ber. fas been revresenting the 
Limited States in vatious parts of 
the world. For years he worked 
end waited for the great oppor- 
tunity, and now his dream ship 
seems to have come into port. 
Robert P. Skinne: has been ap- 
pointed the new Minister to 
Turkey. 

Well versed in ‘nternational 
finance and the tariff. Mr. Skin- 
ner served for years in the caon- 
sular scrvice and as a special 
commissioner abroad. His round 
countcnance. bald head and 
pince-nez glasses are familiar in 
Paris, London, Athens, Riga, 
Hamburg, Marseilles, Abyssinia 
and other far places. He was 
first appointed by President, Mc- 
Kinley and since then he has 
aavanced slowly but surely up 
the consular stepladder. 

Back in 1903. Ambassador 
Skinner rode a white mule into 
Addis Abeba and established the 
first relations between Abyssinia 
and the United States. While 
Consul-General in London dur- 
ing the World War, Mr. Skinner 
was always the first to be at 
work. He reminded other con- 
cular officials of their custom- 
ery lateness for work. and so 
they all got together and decided 
tc beat their chief to the office. 
The first morning they arrived 
an hour early, but the chief had 
been eat his desk for some time. 
The next moining they arrived 
at 7:30 and again found Mr. 
Skinner on hand. Tne third 
morning he was already hard at 
Work at 7 o'clock when they ar- 
rived, 

Another incident of his stay in 
London conce:ns the time back 
1 1915, while the World War 
was on, when Mr. Skinner re- 
ported to Washington that the 
Ts.itish seemed to be holding up 
Am ‘an ovessels) loaded with 
cargos, destined for European 
ports. The British got rather 
hot tunder the collar because of 
ibis, but Mr. Skinner vetticd his 
glasses firmly on his nose and 
stuck to his story. 

Despite kis years abroad in 
his country’s vervice, Mr. Skin- 
her still remains typically Amer- 
ican, He has adopted no foreign 
mennerisms, Nearly six feet tall, 
his thinning hair and. studious 
face give “him the aspect of a 
scholar, His staunch Republi- 
canism does not seem to have 
operated in his disfavor, proof 
of which is his appointment as 
Minister to Turkey by Franklin 
D. Rooscvelt, Democrat. 

* % * 

URING a recent London heat 

wave, the Duke of Marl- 
borough used the common sense 
which his 62 years have given 
him and appeared at the swanky 
Grand Druids’ banquet in a 
white linen suit, soft collar and 
shirt, thus causing mouths 1o 
drop open in awe, and to make 
the well-groomed and starched 
gentlemen present even more un- 
cemfortable. In thoce circles. to 
wear a linen suit wnen evening 
clathes are called for is to be a 
wild-eyed radical. 

Then, to add to the stir he 
had made, during the course of 
his speech the Duke congratu- 
lated himself on his attire and 
mentioned in all kindness that 
he noticed the others present 
were kept busy mopping their 
brows because of their conven- 
tional evening dress and hard 
and brutal collais.

Cons.elo Vanderbilt was able 
to prove to the Catholic Dio- 
cesan Court, at Southwark, Eng- 
land, thet her consent to the 
marriage with the Duke of 
Marl'‘xrough was not freely 
given, but was wrested from her 
by u.-due influence on the part 
of her mother and other. rela- 
tives. 

The annulment of the mar- 
riage of the Duke and Duchess, 
which was solemnized in St. 
Thomas’s Protestant Episcopal 
Church in New York City in 
1895, caused clergymen evéry- 
where to rile and rant. Many 
will think it peculiar that Con- 
suelo Vanderbilt, a Protestant, 
married to the Duke of Marl- 
borough, also a Protestant, ap- 
pealed to the Catholie Church 
for an annulment. But such 
cases are quite common. Both 
the special diocesan courts for 
annulment of marriages and the 
Tribunal of the Rota judge mat- 
rimonial cases, regardless of 
what religion the plaintiff and 
defendant belong to. 

Perhaps the fact that the for- 
mer Consuelo Vanderbilt wanted 
to.make her second marriage to 
Jacques Balsan, a French Cath- 
olic, legal, had something to do 
with the matter.
